Dear  Brother  Editor: 

News  items  of  the  daily  press,  originating  from 
Jackson,  Mississippi,  report  me  as  stating  to  the 
Mississippi  Baptist  Convention  on  November  19  that 
“prohibitionists  are  taking  unfair  advantage  of  the 
present  situation  to  advocate  their  cause." 

No  reference  to  the  liquor  question  was  made  by 
me  at  the  Mississippi  Convention;  nor  have  I  dis¬ 
cussed  same  in  any  public  meeting. 

In  an  interview  I  repeated  some  facts  published 
in  the  November  issue  of  Southern  Baptist  Home 
Missions  that,  generally,  conditions  have  been  im¬ 
proved  in  liquor  control  around  military  centers 
and  the  attitude  of  military  men  is  more  favorable 
toward  prohibition  than  twelve  months  ago.  In 
the  interview  I  said,  “That  we  should  not  pass  the 
responsibility  of  the  liquor  question  to  the  military 
but  begin  at  the  source,  in  civilian  life;  also  that 
the  military  should  not  be  used  for  propaganda 
purposes.” 

I  am  a  prohibitionist.  Liquor  must  be  prohibited 
in  civilian  life  which  is  a  source  of  supply,  traffic, 
revenue  and  promotion.  Here  is  the  seat  of  our 
problem. 

By  all  means  liquor  should  be  prohibited  within 
the  armed  forces  and  on  zones  contiguous  to  our 
military  reservations.  Liquor  interests  are  using 
the  same  tactics  in  this  world  conflict  to  develop  a 
nation  of  drunkards  as  the  tobacco  interests  used 
in  World  War  I  to  grow  a  nation  of  smokers. 

Any  effort  to  restrict  or  prohibit  liquor  by  im¬ 
plementing  and  empowering  civilian  authority  is 
a  measure  to  protect  our  armed  forces.  At  this 
time  it  is  not  only  our  patriotic  duty  but  above  all 
our  Christian  responsibility.

State  Convention  Makes  Important 
Recommendations 

(Due  to  laek  of  space  we  could  not  give  the  com¬ 
plete  report  of  the  State  Convention  committee. 
But  their  recommendations  were  of  such  import¬ 
ance  that  we  are  printing  them  below.  Read  them 
carefully  and  keep  up  with  the  action  of  YOUR 
con  vent  ion . — Editor. ) 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Review  of  the 
Convention  Board's  report  was  read  by  B.  Frank 
Smith.  It  was  discussed  by  its  reader  and  B.  Sim¬ 
mons  moved  and  it  carried  that  the  report  be 
amended  so  as  to  request  the  State  Board  to  give 
consideration  to  the  employment  of  a  Brotherhood 
secretary  and  if  the  funds  are  available  from  any 
source  to  employ  such  a  secrAary.  As  amended  the 
report  was  adopted  and  here  follows: 

Report  of  Committee  on  Review  of  the 
State  Board  Report 

We,  your  committee  on  Review  of  Reports,  of  the 
Baptist  Convention  Board,  submit  our  report  as 
follows: 

We  note  with  humility  and  gratitude  the  divine 
blessings  on  all  departments  of  our  state  work  as 
reflected  in  gifts  and  accomplishments.  We  com¬ 
mend  our  leaders  and  their  staffs  for  their  faith¬ 
fulness.  and  congratulate  our  brethren  throughout 
the  state  on  the  results  of  their  growing  sense  of 
stewardship. 

We  recommend  that  the  Convention  Board  in  its 
December  meeting  be  requested  to  seek  means  of 
cooperating  with  the  Sunday  School  Board  in  a 
suitable  plan  for  colportage  work  in  the  state. 

We  urge  that  the  Convention  Board  study  the

I.  Some  Past  Experiences  Should  Encourage  Us  to 
Complete  the  Task  to  Which  We  Have  Put  Our 
Hands. 

Seventeen  years  ago  the  Mississippi  Baptist  Con¬ 
vention  committed  itself  to  the  task  of  endowing 
its  educational  institutions  in  order  that  the  grad¬ 
uates  of  these 
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Convention  chose 
the  credit  system 
for  endowing  its 
schools  and  is- 
sued  bonds.  It 
chose  the  long, 
toilsome  and  expensive  way.  What  if  the  Conven¬ 
tion  had  now  the  nearly  $1,000,000  which  has  been 
paid  out  In  Interest  and  expenses  during  the  past 
twenty  years?  To  be  sure,  this  experience  has  not 
been  encouraging. 

But  it  is  encouraging  to  know  that  much  progress 
has  been  made,  notwithstanding  the  long  and  cir¬ 
cuitous  route  chosen.  Mississippi  Baptists  have 
striven  to  see  that  creditors  were  protected;  Their 
honor  has  been  guarded  and  their  credit  is  good. 
This  will  prove  to  be  a  great  asset  when  all  debts 
shall  have  been  paid  and  when  we  go  afield  seek¬ 
ing  the  lost.  Our  honorable  record  will  reinforce 
our  evangelistic  appeal.  No  one  can  say:  “Physi¬ 
cian,  heal  thyself.” 

Again  it  is  encouraging  to  know  that  the  unity  of 
the  denomination  has  been  preserved  to  a  remark¬ 
able  degree.  This  is  of  untold  value.  “United  we 
stand;  divided  we  fall.”  There  are  many  tokens 
of  divine  leadership.  Nothing  else  surely  would 
have  held  us  together  in  this  hardest  of  all  our  tasks 
—paying  debts. 

II.  The  Supreme  Need  of  This  Present  Hour  Calls 
For  Our  Best  in  Completing  the  Task. 

Our  main  defense  line  has  been  weakening  for 
more  than  twenty  years.  In  1920  there  were  119 
Baptist  schools  within  the  territory  of  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention;  in  1930  there  were  ninety- 
seven;  in  1940  there  were  sixty-seven.  And  it  is 
worthy  of  note  that  during  this  period,  churches 
have  been  closed  by  the  hundreds.  The  boast 
abroad  is  claimant  that  Christianity  must  be  driven 
from  the  face  of  the  earth.  It  will  be  impossible 
to  withstand  the  onslaught  unless  we  educate  our 
constituency.  The  larger  our  numbers  the  greater 
our  weakness,  if  we  remain  in  ignorance.  Nor  will 
education  which  leaves  out  Christ  save  us.  Jews 
can  testify  to  that  fact.  Germans  and  Japs  can. 
It  was  when  Isaiah  had  prophesied  concerning  the 
coming  of  the  suffering  Saviour  that  he  began  to 
speak  of  swords  turning  to  plowshares  and  spears 
to  pruning  hooks  and  of  people  learning  war  no 
more. 

Our  Baptist  people  must  be  educated  Intel-

On  a  recent  visit  to  England  I  took  pains  to  meet 

the  head  chaplains  of  the  armies  and  navies  of  our 
Allies  there,  including  the  Norwegian,  Dutch,  French 
and  Czechoslovakian.  I  also  had  a  visit  with  our 
own  senior  army  chaplain  in  Ireland.  From  talking 
with  them  one  gets  the  definite  impression  that  the 
men  of  the  United  Nations  are  responding  well  to 
what  the  chaplains  are  trying  to  do  for  their  high¬ 
est  welfare.  It  was  really  surprising  to  learn  from 
a  navy  chaplain  in  England,  for  example,  that  a 
very  large  number  of  the  men  are  joining  the 
church  while  in  the  service.  Many  of  them  say  they 
never  before  knew  what  they  had  been  missing.  The 
British  follow  the  custom  of  what  they  call  “Church 
Parade”  and  attendance  is  required  if  a  man  has 
given  any  religious  preference.  One  lad  I  heard  of 
noted  that  men  had  to  go  only  to  the  services  of 
their  own  churches  and  so  he  said  he  was  a  Chris¬ 
tian  Scientist  seeing  that  there  were  no  services  of 
that  communion !  He  was  soon  told  of  a  service  six 
miles  from  camp  and  ordered  to  go  there  each  Sun¬ 
day.  Most  of  the  time  he  had  to  walk.  Incidentally 
I  learned  from  one  of  the  chaplains  that  the  most 
familiar  and  universal  Christian  hymn  in  the  world 
—"Praise  God  from  Whom  All  Blessings  Flow”— was 
written  by  one  of  the  earliest  chaplains  of  the  Brit¬ 
ish  navy.— Henry  Smith  Leiper.

YOUTH  MONTH  AT  DURANT 


November  has  been  Youth  Month  with  us  this 
year.  The  plan  was  to  have  for  every  officer  of 
the  church  an  understudy  from  the  ranks  of  Inter¬ 
mediates  and  Young  People.  Some  were  appointed 
by  the  pastor  and  the  heads  of  the  departments, 
but  most  were  elected  at  B.  T.  U.  assembly  on  the 
first  Sunday  in  November.  We  selected  a  Sunday 
school  superintendent,  B.  T.  U.  director,  W.  M.  U. 
president,  Brotherhood  president,  secretaries, 
church  clerk,  financial  secretary,  treasurer,  choir 
director,  pianist,  head  usher,  four  deacons  and  as¬ 
sistant  pastor.

lectually,  spiritually  and  denominationally,  if 
expect  to  remain  proponents  of  Christianity!  State 
schools  can  furnish  intellectual  and  vocational  edu¬ 
cation,  but  they  were  not  established  for  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  teaching  religion.  If  they  should  be  ordered 
to  teach  religion,  who  would  issue  the  order?  What 
religion  would  they  be  ordered  to  teach?  Who 
would  be  the  teacher?  Who  would  pay  the  bill’’  it 
would  be  better  not  to  have  the  Bible  taught  at  all 
than  to  have  it  taught  by  one  who  does  not  believe 
it.  A  teacher  will  convey  his  belief.  Better  not 
have  it  taught  than  to  have  it  taught  by  teachers 
who  use  the  knife  and  delete  parts  of  it.  Baptises 
have  no  right  to  ask  the  state  to  teach  and  pay  for 
teaching  their  distinctive  tenets.  They  are  not 
But  this  does  not  mean  that  their  distinctive  beliefs 
should  not  be  taught.  They  must  be  taught,  if  we 
hold  our  place  in  the  sun.  If  taught  Baptists  must 
pay  for  the  teaching.  And  the  teaching  must  be 
done  by  the  strongest  teachers.  To  have  the  strong¬ 
est  teachers,  we  must  support  our  schools  better. 

But  the  immediate  and  pressing  need  is  the  pav¬ 
ing  of  the  remainder  of  our  debts  at  the  earliest 
possible  date.  This  is  Just  one  day’s  work,  if  every 
church  which  has  not  already  done  so  will  lay  hold 
of  the  task  with  determination.  Many  churches 
have  paid  their  quotas.  Some  raised  the  three  year 
quota  in  one  day  in  cash.  Churches  which  did  this 
have  paid  much  more.  What  some  have  done  others 
can  do,  for  the  quotas  have  been  reasonable.  Out 
of  consideration  for  those  who  have  paid  in  full 
other  churches  should  pay  up,  now.  Just  talk  for 
it  and  pray  for  it,  and  you  will  be  surprised  at  the 
result. 

III.  The  Unprecedented  Opportunities  of  the  Future 
Should  Inspire  Us  to  Finish  the  Task  in  Hand. 

Debts  stand  in  the  way  of  every  worthy  forward 
movement.  They  are  weights  instead  of  wings.  They 
are  stupifying.  They  are  the  hotbed  of  excuses. 
They  are  Satan’s  snares. 

Our  opportunities  for  world  conquest  for  Christ 
are  nearing  the  morning  dawn.  Already  there  is  a 
halo  in  the  eastern  skies.  It  is  time  for  us  to  awake 
and  put  on  strength.  The  minds  of  the  people  will 
be  open  for  the  gospel.  It  will  be  easy  for  them  to 
see  that  all  else  upon  which  the  world  has  de¬ 
pended  has  failed  to  save  humanity  from  this  car¬ 
nage.  Let  us  cast  from  us  this  millstone  of  debt  so 
that  all  of  our  gifts  may  be  used  in  meeting  the 
needs  of  suffering  humanity.  Our  stand  for  free¬ 
dom  and  democracy  will  help  to  open  the  doors  to 
us. 

To  meet  the  needs  of  the  day  ahead  we  must 
strengthen  our  schools.  We  must  endow  them  bet¬ 
ter  so  the  expenses  to  the  pupil  and  parent  will  be 
less.  We  should  endow  and  supply  a  constant 
stream  of  support  so  as  to  enable  our  schools  to 
provide  additional  courses  in  order  to  provide  for 
the  needs  of  those  interested  in  vocations  which  are 
not  now  provided  for,  in  our  Baptist  schools.  Let  us 
meet  two  of  the  main  reasons  which  students  are 
giving  for  not  attending  Baptist  schools,  namely: 
It  costs  too  much,”  and  "I  cannot  get  the  training 
I  want  for  my  life’s  work.”  Let’s  not  be  blind  to 
these  needs.  Let  us  not  fail  to  enter  the  opening 
doors  by  failing  to  educate  our  people.  We  cannot 
afford  to  meet  the  new  day  unprepared.  Wisdom 
has  fled  from  us  if  we  fail  to  see  our  opportunities 
and  fail  to  prepare  to  meet  them.  Let’s  clear  the 
deck  for  the  voyage  by  first  paying  now  our  debts 
and  then  by  preparing  for  what  seems  to  be  God’s 
will  for  us.  Emerson  said:  “Pay  all  debts,  as  if  God 
wrote  the  bill.”  We  are  well  able  to  do  so,  NOW. 
Pastoral  leadership  will  assure  victory.

If  Christians,  with  God,  Jesus,  the  Spirit,  His 
church,  His  Word,  and  a  bit  of  His  heaven  are  not 
optimistic,  then  the  rest  of  the  folks  must  have  a 
dark  outlook  indeed! 

Even  so,  we  cannot  feel  that  we  are  doing  “any 
too  well"  WHEN— 

1.  We  have  700,000  lost  in  Mississippi. 

2.  When  the  secretary  sai^and  wrote  twenty- 
five  years  ago— Re:  $80,000  Christian  Education 
indebtedness  on  two  institutions: 


"Much  of  the  amount  is  past  due.  The  interest 
on  some  of  it  has  not  been  paid  since  1914.  ...  We 
have  not  sufficient  subscriptions  to  meet  the  in¬ 
debtedness  if  all  subscribed  should  be  paid.  .  .  . 
Owners  of  some  of  the  bonds  have  served  notice 
this  week  they  will  collect  in  court  unless  a  good 
portion  is  paid  soon  .  .  .  saying  that  ‘forbearance 
has  ceased  to  be  a  virtue.’.  .  .  That  others  who  have 
been  in  charge  in  times  past,  state  that  from  ten 
to  fifteen  per  cent  goes  unpaid,  and  sometimes 
more." 

3.  One-fifth  of  our  Mississippi  Baptist  churches 
gave  nothing  beyond  the  local  church  to  any  of  the 
causes  of  Christ. 

4.  One-third  of  our  churches  gave  not  one  penny 
through  the  Cooperative  Program  to  various  causes 
of  Christ. 

5.  One-fifth  of  our  churches  baptized  not  one 
person  for  an  entire  year. 

6.  Lost  people  die  in  our  midst  without  having 
heard  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  preached  or  told. 

7.  We  have  lost  entire  church  groups  to  unscrip- 

tural  sects.  Yet,  we  may  be  cheerful  in.  the  light 
of—  • 


“The  earth  shall  be  full  of  the  knowledge  of  the 
Ixjrd,  as  the  waters  cover  the  sea.”  Isa.  11:9. 

"All  the  ends  of  the  world  shall  remember  and 
turn  unto  the  Lord.  .  .  .  For  the  Kingdom  is  the 
Lord’s:  and  He  is  the  governor  among  the  nations.” 
Psalm  22:27-28. 

"Ye  have  not  chosen  me,  but  I  have  chosen  you, 
and  ordained  .you,  that  ye  should  go  and  bring 
forth  fruit,  and  that  your  fruit  should  remain:  that 
whatsoever  ye  shall  ask  of  the  Father  in  My  Name, 
He  may  give  it  you.

Dr.  Gunter  spoke  wisely  atvtjie  Convention  when 
he  said  that  much  of  our  trouble  as  Mississippi  Bap¬ 
tists  had  come  via  the  debt  route. 

Baptists  always  lose  when  they  depart  from  sim¬ 
ple  New  Testament  practice. 

Baptists  are  always  strong  when  they  follow  the 
single  truth  of  the  New  Testament.  Our  God  still 
says,  "Ask  for  the  old  paths,  where  is  the  good  way, 
and  walk  therein,  and  ye  shall  find  rest  for  your 
souls.”  Jeremiah  6:18. 

IV 

Dr.  Nelson  has  revealed  the  great  spirit  that  is 
his  on  many  occasions.  At  the  Convention  he  stated 
that  Mississippi  College  did  not  need  an  unlimited 


endowment,  but  rather,  a  constant  financial  sup¬ 
port  through  Cooperative  Program  receipts.  He  is 
certainly  unselfish  In  that  attitude. 

It  has  been  repeatedly  stated  that  when  an  insti¬ 
tution  builds  a  large  endowment  it  becomes  inde¬ 
pendent,  gets  away  from  the  people,  and  departs 
from  the  faith  of  the  founders.  We  have  no  rea¬ 
son  to  believe  our  own  Mississippi  institutions 
would  be  different  in  that  respect.  As  long  as  they 
are  in  safe  hands  as  at  present  we  have  no  cause 
for  alarm. 

However,  we  have  no  assurance  such  Christian 
hands  will  always  be  at  the  helm. 

Mississippi  Baptists  need  to  be  wise,  else  they  will 
be  otherwise. 

V 

The  Committee  on  Review  of  the  Christian  Edu¬ 
cation  Report  asked  us  about  the  suggestion  for 
giving  Mississippi  College  a  portion  of  Cooperative 
Program  receipts  as  allocated  to  Christian  Educa¬ 
tion.  Well,  they  deserve  something,  for  we  have 
paid  them  but  $900  these  four  years,  whereas,  we 
have  paid  others  $10,000,  $3,000  and  $15,000.  How¬ 
ever,  we  believed  it  would  be  fatal  to  our  debt  pay¬ 
ing  program  to  divert  these  funds  now  even  to  a 
great  institution  like  Mississippi  College.  Dr. 
Nelson  had  told  us  only  a  few  days  before  “Let’s  get 
these  debts  out  of  the  way  and  turn  this  money 
month  by  month  into  the  colleges.” 

We  hope  some  other  brethren  who  have  been 
constant  in  their  demands  upon  this  office  will 
take  note.  We  are  at  least  consistent.  We  are  con¬ 
siderate  of  the  whole  as  God  gives  us  wisdom. 

VI 

We  believe  the  Convention  spirit  led  in  the  selec¬ 
tion  of  officers.  As  laymen,  Christian  leaders, 
Brethren  E.  C.  Williams  and  M.  P.  L.  Berry  would 
be  difficult  to  excel.  Without  knowing  the  mind  of 
any  others  we  named  them  a  few  days  before 
among  five  laymen  who  would  make  good  Conven¬ 
tion  presidents.  Brother  W.  L.  Day  is  fine  wherever 
you  find  him.  All  three  will  make  excellent  pre¬ 
siding  officers  . 

VII 

Brethren,  let  us  push  to  completion  the  Blue 
Mountain  College  Endowment  Campaign.  Dr.  Low- 
rey  and  Mr.  Skilton  with  their  helpers  have  ren¬ 
dered  a  monumental  service.  The  people  are 
responding  in  great  spirit. 

Help  make  secure  ’till  Jesus  comes  the  cause  of 
Christian  Education  in  Mississippi.

This  was  brought 
about  by  increasing  contributions  to  all  causes  at 
one  end  and  reducing  expenditures  at  the  other.

“THE  INSIDE  STORY" 

By  Fred  R.  Langley 

Occasionally  we  hear  some  individual  speaking 
publicly  about  conditions  in  army  camps.  We  speak 
after  making  personal  observation  of  these  condi¬ 
tions  for  sixteen  months.  Since  our  first  Mississippi 
army  camps  were  started  by  construction  crews, 
we  have  made  trips  inside  these  camps  every  few 
weeks.  Making  these  visits  by  bus,  train  and  auto¬ 
mobile  our  observation  here,  too,  as  to  the  conduct 
of  soldiers  and  sailors  has  been  excellent  as  a  whole 
from  every  standpoint. 

Military  discipline  will  take  care  of  the  service 

% 

man  whose  conduct  is  bad  inside  the  camp  area. 
Months  spent  in  service  during  World  War  I  taught 
us  this.  Officers  and  citizens  would  help  the  con¬ 
duct  of  service  men  inside  the  cities  near  camps  if 
questionable  areas  and  “joints”  between  the  camps 
and  cities  were  cleaned  out. 

Another  misrepresentation  of  facts  is  that  the 
service  is  taking  boys  from  homes  and  will  return 
them  as  confirmed  drunkards.  Perhaps  some  homes 
will  experience  this.  On  the  other  hand,  some 
homes  will  send  boys  into  service  who  know  nothing 
of  discipline  and  some  who  were  drinking  heavily 
at  the  time  of  enlistment  or  induction  in  the  ser¬ 
vice.  Military  dicipline  will  cause  them  to  quit,  like 
men,  and  come  home  better  spiritually,  physicially 
and  mentally.  We  believe  this  with  all  our  heart, 
because  we  personally  had  such  an  experience  in 
World  War  I,  and  such  experiences  are  indisputable. 

The  third  thing  is  just  another  rumor  to  give 
comfort  to  the  enemy.  This  is  that  "we  as  Amer¬ 
icans  have  grown  soft,  too  soft  to  fight.”  Our  an¬ 
swer  to  this  is— ^search  the  pages  of  history  from 
the  date  of  the  American  Revolution  until  today 
(December  3,  1942)  and  compare  the  heroism  and 
valor  of  such  men  as  Captain  Colin  Kelly  of  the 
air  corps;  the  gallant  defenders  of  Bataan  and 
Corregidor;  the  marines  who  fought  on  Wake  Is¬ 
land,  and  of  those  now  holding  the  Solomons.  Com¬ 
pare  the  gallantry  of  the  present  navy  personnel 
who  man  our  battleships  and  those  who  fought  the 
Battles  of  Midway  and  the  Coral  Sea  and  consider 
the  recent  exploits  of  our  fleet  commandered  by 
Admiral  David  Callaghan  who  sailed  his  ships  with 
blazing  guns  into  the  Jap  navy.  Every  branch  of 
the  armed  forces  and  the  men  who  sail  the  mer¬ 
chant  marines  are  acquitting  themselves  with 
honor.  SOFT — there’s  nothing  soft  about  American 
boys  who  fight  our  battles  for  freedom,  except  the 
soft  ocean  breezes  that  blow  over  their  last  resting 
places  or  the  soft  earth  that  covers  the  heroic 
forms  of  those  who  have  paid  the  supreme  sacrifice.

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LET'S  GET  THAT  $75,000 


This  issue  of  The  Baptist  Record  is  emphasizing 
the  NOW  Club.  The  State  Convention  which  met  a 
few  days  ago  in  Jackson  not  only  asked  that  this 
issue  be  dedicated  to  the  NOW  Club,  but  endorsed 
the  proposal  that  special  efforts  be  made  to  get  at 
least  $75,000  for  the  NOW  Club  before  January  first. 

“Do  it  NOW”  is  a  good  motto.  Another  good  one 
Is,  ‘‘Don't  put  it  off — PUT  IT  OVER." 

We  ought  to  get  this  money  now  because: 

1.  We  have  it  NOW.  Most  Mississippi  Baptists 
have  made  more  money  this  year  than  for  several 
years.  Many  have  made  more  this  year  than  they 
ever  made  in  any  previous  year. 

2.  Most  of  us  will  have  to  pay  income  tax.  In 
figuring  returns,  the  government  will  allow  us  to 
deduct  up  to  15%  from  our  gross  income  (if  given 
to  charity  or  church)  before  computing  our  income 
tax.  See  last  week's  Record  for  information  about 
how  this  15%  is  calculated. 

Thus  many  of  us  can  increase  our  gifts  at  very 
little  cost  to  ourselves. 

3.  Getting  this  $75,000  NOW  will  save  approxi¬ 
mately  $47,250  in  interest.  This  $75,000  would  be 
used  to  call  bonds  due  in  1952  and  1953.  Thus  each 
bond  called  would  save  ten  or  eleven  years’  interest 
on  each  bond.  Seventy-five  thousand  dollars  would 
enable  us  to  call  150  five  hundred  dollar  bonds.  The 
average  interest  saved  per  bond  would  amount  to 
$315.00.  Multiply  this  sum  by  150  and  you  have 
$47,250.00.  That  amount  would  pay  for: 

Ten  extra  churches  to  receive  aid  of  $200  each  in 
building  houses  of  worship; 

A  full  time  secretary  for  helping  Baptist  students 
in  college  to  keep  spiritual  values  uppermost  in  a 
materialistic  and  Godless  day,  for  a  full  year,  at 
the  rate  of  $2,200; 

A  full  time,  devout  Christian  worker  among 
Negro  women  leaders,  at  $900; 

A  full  time  missionary  among  our  own  Choctaw 
Indians,  at  $1,500; 

A  full  tiihe  missionary  among  our  own  Choctaw 
women,  at  $900; 

Valuable  aid  to  Christian  education,  particularly 
for  promising  life  volunteers  either  in  the  ministry 
or  medical  missions,  of  $5,000; 

Eight  district  Bible  conferences  led  by  under¬ 
standing  and  evangelistic  white  ministers  and 
workers  of  the  colored  people  meeting  with  Negro 
preachers,  dealing  with  definite  problems  they  face 
as  spiritual  leaders  of  their  race  in  days  like  this, 
at  a  cost  of  $300; 

Extra  help  for  special  summer  work  In  rural  areas 
in  Vacation  Bible  schools,  Training  Union  courses 
and  brush  arbor  meetings,  for  $1,000; 

A  full  time  missionary  to  the  Chinese  in  Missis¬ 
sippi,  at  $2,100; 

A  full  time  worker  among  the  Chinese  women  and 
children  in  the  state,  at  $1,400; 

Eight  evangelistic,  warm-hearted,  Bible-loving, 
devoted,  intelligent  associational  missionaries  in 
eight  areas  to  help  struggling  churches,  and  to  or¬ 
ganize  and  establish  churches  where  there  are  none, 
to  start  and  establish  all  the  auxiliary  work,  at 
$8,400; 

Help  needed  by  churches  in  areas  where  large 


camps  of  soldiers  have  been  placed,  giving  an  op¬ 
portunity  which  must  be  seized  at  once,  if  ever,  to 
minister  ta  thousands  of  soldiers,  at  $4,000; 

Summer  camp  work  for  choice  boys,  girls  and 
young  people  where  many  receive  the  definite  call 
to  Christian  service,  at  $500; 

Full  time  Brotherhood  secretary  to  lead  the  men 
of  the  state.  $2,400; 

Bibles  and  Testaments  distributed  to  all  who  lack, 
in  the  rural  areas,  particularly  among  Negroes  and 
white  tenants,  at  $200; 

Pastors  for  full  time  work  for  six  fields  of 
churches  at  $4,800; 

Full  time  pastors  in  four  government  resettle¬ 
ment  communities  where  people  are  buying  homes 
and  building  for  the  future,  and  where  no  estab¬ 
lished  churches  are  now,  $8,000; 

Material  help  for  ten  promising  Negro  young 
preachers  for  seminary  training  to  return  to  Mis¬ 
sissippi  as  pastors,  $100  a  year  for  each,  at  $1,000; 

Vacation  Bible  schools  for  Negroes  in  rural  and 
town  sections  were  their  lfadership  is  meager  or 
untrained  using  selected  Workers  to  reach  and  win 
the  children,  at  $500; 

ALL  THIS — with  some  still  left  over  for  stamps 
and  paper  to  handle  details  and  arrangements, 
since  it  amounts  to  $47,100. 

4.  Getting  that  $75,000  NOW  would  greatly  en- 

courage  Mississippi  Baptists.  It  would  encourage 
some  churches  that  have,  so  far,  had  no  part  in  the 
NOW  Club.  It  would  encourage  some  that  have  had 
only  a  very  small  part.  Many  of  this  class  would 
be  encouraged  to  Increase  their  gifts.  It  would 
encourage  some  of  our  churches  and  individuals 
that  have  given  largely  and  generously.  ‘‘Nothing 
succeeds  like  success.”  Getting  the  $75,000  would 
probably  cause  some  of  these  large  givers  to  go  the 
‘‘second  mile.”  » 

Not  only  would  it  encourage  our  givers,  but  it 
would  put  new  life  in  all  our  work.  It  is  easier  to 
push  a  car  that  is  moving  than  to  start  it  if  it  is 
standing  still.  As  people  realize  that  we  are  really 
moving,  many  would  join  in  the  parade. 

Getting  that  $75,000  will  help  evangelism,  mis¬ 
sions,  The  Baptist  Record,  the  Sunday  school  work, 
the  Training  Union  work  and,  in  fact,  everything 
Baptists  are  trying  to  do. 

5.  We  know  not  what  a  day  may  bring  forth.  We 
know  we  arp  in  good  financial  condition  NOW.  We 
hope  to  be  that  way  in  the  coming  years,  but  we 
have  no  guarantee  of  that. 

We  have  everything  to  gain  and  nothing  to  lose 
by  getting  that  $75,000  NOW. 

‘‘DON'T  PUT  IT  OFF,  PUT  IT  OVER.”

MANY  PASTORS  ARE  NOW  MARKED  MEN 


Baptist  preachers  are  always  marked  .men.  Their 
every  move  is  subject  to  the  closest  scrutiny  by  any 
and  all.  But  beginning  December  first  most  Bap¬ 
tist  preachers  will  be  watched  with  eagle  eyes  by 
the  majority  of  car  owners. 

On  the  above  date  gas  rationing  goes  into  effect. 
Many  people  will  be  restricted  to  four  gallons  per 
week.  Most  others  will  be  allowed  only  enough  for 
the  most  essential  driving.  From  rationing  offi¬ 
cials  we  learn  that  pastors  will  be  entitled  to 
enough  gas  to  carry  on  their  necessary  pastoral 
work. 

Although  the  gas  rationing  program  provides  for 
ninety  miles  of  pleasure  driving  per  month,  yet  we 
dare  to  offer  some  advice  to  our  brother  preachers. 
We  do  it  Aot  in  a  spirit  of  over-lordship,  but  be¬ 
cause  we  are  jealous  of  the  good  name  of  every 
God-called  preacher.  We  do  it  because  we  know 
that  many  with  only  A  gas  rationing  books,  or  books 
entitling  the  holder  to  extra  mileage  for  essential 
purposes,  will  watch  with  critical  eyes  every  mile 
traveled  by  preachers.  Hence,  to  any  pastor  we 
suggest  that  for  the  duration,  if  you  go  on  a  trip 
for  pleasure  or  recreation,  try  to  ride  with  some 
layman  or  by  other  means  of  transportation.  Even 
though  you  may  legitimately  save  enough  gas  for 
the  trip,  some  wagging  tongue,  ignorant  of  the  truth 
(often  glad  to  find  fault),  will  do  more  harm  than 
the  trip  will  be  worth.  It  was  all  right  for  Paul  to 
eat  meat,  but  if  it  would  cause  a  brother  to  stumble 
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he  was  glad  to  have  meatless  days,  lest  he  provide 
occasion  for  stumbling. 

Pastors,  we  urge  you  not  only  to  be  certain  that 
you  obey  the  letter  of  the  law,  but  the  spirit  of  it. 
If  necessary  lean  over  backward  rather  than  give 
anyone  the  opportunity  to  criticize.

SWEARING 


One  has  the  impression  that  swearing  is  becom¬ 
ing  more  common  even  amog  people  of  refined  and 
cultured  tastes.  War  has  something  to  do  with 
It  because  otherwise  sensible  men  seem  often  to 
have  the  rather  childish  notion  that  swearing  is  a 
manifestation  of  the  ‘‘toughness”  necessary  to  army 
life  and  war  attitudes. 

To  all  Christians  Jesus  has  a  very  emphatic  word 
to  say:  “But  I  say  to  you  swear  not  at  all.”  in  that 
sentence  the  “I”  is  emphatic;  Jesus  is  putting  into 
the  command  the  full  force  of  His  personal  author- 
Ity;  and  the  “not  at  all”  Includes  all  occasions  for 
and  ways  of  swearing.  Jesus  suggests  some  of  His 
reasons  for  that  emphatic  and  all-inclusive  prohibi¬ 
tion  of  swearing: 

(1)  It  is  irreverent.  Even  though  the  name  of 
God  is  not  used  in  the  oath  God  is  involved;  heaven 
is  His  throne,  the  earth  His  footstool  and  Jerusalem 
the  seat  of  His  government.  Any  kind  of  oath  re¬ 
veals  lack  of  a  sense  of  high  worth— and  that  is  a 
very  serious  lack  in  any  man’s  character. 

(2)  It  is  a  useless  and  ineffective  thing.  “You 
can  not  make  one  hair  white  or  black.”  Swearing 
in  fact  is  a  manifestation  of  weakness,  a  failure  in 
self-control.  It  is  the  expression  of  shallow  feeling 
or  strong  emotion  or  the  explosion  of  a  mean  and 
violent  temper.  It  adds  nothing  to,  but  rather  de¬ 
tracts  from,  the  force  of  authority.  It  is  an  en¬ 
deavor  to  make  good  a  weakness  of  character  with 
explosive,  violent  language.  It  Is  a  futile,  child¬ 
ish  and  rather  heathenish  custom  unbecoming  a 
real  grown-up  man.  I  never  hear  a  man  swear 
that  I  am  not  remided  of: 

Little  Jack  Horner 

Sat  In  the  comer  •

(3)  It  violates  the  dignity  and  integrity  of  the 
human  personality.  It  is  an  insult  to  a  man’s  self- 
respect  that  his  word  must  be  supported  with  an 
oath.  It  is  a  confession  of  the  unworthiness  of  his 
word  when  a  man  feels  that  it  is  necessary  to 
strengthen  it  with  an  oath.  Jesus  said:  Let  your 
answer  be  simply  yes  and  no  and  let  it  end  with 
that.  That  is  simple  self-respect  and  the  demand 
that  men  respect  your  simple  statement,  assertion 
or  denial.  There  is  a  simple  dignity  and  force  of 
character  in  that.  A  real  man  is  jealous  of  his 
honor.  His  word  is  as  binding  as  his  oath.  By 
swearing  a  man  acknowledges  the  weakness  of  his 
w'ord  and  casts  a  shadow  on  his  own  honor.  A  man 
In  place  of  authority  by  swearing  acknowledges 
the  weakness  of  his  real  power  of  authority — and 
in  fact  weakens  his  authority — by  substituting  the 
violence  of  words  for  force  of  mind  and  strength 
of  character.  Jesus  would  have  men  first  of  all  to 
be  men  of  honor  and  dignity  and  then  to  speak  the 
plain  and  simple  language  of  conscious  worth.— 
Baptist  Courier.

REMEMBER  THE  PHILIPPINES 

W.  R.  Medline 

President  Quezon,  of  the  Philippine  Islands,  de¬ 
livered  a  message  before  the  United  States  Senate 
several  weeks  ago  that  should  have  put  Christian 
America  to  thinking  lest  he  put  us  to  shame. 

He  said  that  ever  since  he  had  been  in  the  United 
States,  he  had  heard  one  slogan  that  was  continu¬ 
ously  being  brought  to  the  public.  It  was  in  every 
public  address.  It  was  heard  in  the  streets.  It  was 
seen  in  many  shop  windows.  It  was  made  the 
theme  of  a  song.  It  was  constantly  heard  on  the 
radio.  Wherever  you  went,  you  were  reminded  to 
“Remember  Pearl  Harbor.’* 

"I  can  understand,”  said  Mr.  Quezon,  “why  this 
slogan  means  so  much  to  you.  The  Hawaiian  Is¬ 
lands  are  as  much  a  part  of  the  United  States  as 
Washington,  D.  C.,  and  an  attack  on  Pearl  Harbor 
Is  an  attack  on  the  United  States. 

“But  did  you  ever  stop  and  realize  that  the  Phil¬ 
ippine  Islands  are  the  only  major  American  posses¬ 
sion  on  which  the  American  Flag  has  been  torn 
down  and  that  of  the  enemy  placed  in  its  stead? 

“The  people  of  the  Philippines  were  promised 
freedom,  but  until  full  freedom  is  granted,  they  are 
looking  to  the  United  States  for  guidance  and  pro¬ 
tection.  In  the  fall  of  the  Philippines,  America  has 
failed  those  who  trust  her. 

“So  in  closing  may  I  ask  you,  the  people  of  the 
United  States,  to  place  by  the  side  of  your  slogan, 
‘Remember  Pearl  Harbor,’  another  slogan — ‘Remem¬ 
ber  the  Philippines.’ ” 

This  message  Impressed  me  deeply  as  I  began  to 
study  the  motives  behind  our  slogans,  and  so  I 
came  to  this  conclusion: 

The  slogan,  “Remember  Pearl  Harbor,”  has  be¬ 
hind  it  the  motive  of  self-defense.  If  Pearl  Harbor 
can  be  attacked,  we  can  be  attacked,  and  so  we  had 
better  be  on  our  guard.  But  the  primary  motive 
behind  that  slogan  is  that  of  revenge.  “You  stab¬ 
bed  us  in  the  back,  you  yellow  dogs,  so  we  will  an¬ 
nihilate,  you!” 

The  slogan  “Remember  the  Philippines,”  on  the 
other  hand,  is  a  call  to  duty.  We  owe  an  obligation 
— not  only  to  the  Philippines  but  to  every  nation 
that  is  under  a  yoke  of  sorrow  and  pain. 

This  war,  then,  is  a  holy  war  in  which  we  pay  our 
obligation  to  the  world  by  setting  men  free  from 
bondage  and  slavery.  We  can  only  “Remember  the 
Philippines”  by  bringing  into  being  a  Christian 
peace  at  the  close  of  the  war  that  will  enable  all 
mankind  to  live  in  liberty  and  peace.  We  must  con¬ 
quer  with  the  help  of  our  Qod  and  then  Introduce 
them  to  the  only  true  international  brotherhood 
under  the  banner  and  power  of  the  cross.

The  Resolutions  Committee  reports  as  follows  on 
the  resolutions  committed  to  us  for  study. 

I.  Concerning  the  state  Baptist  student  secretary. 

We  recommend  that  the  resolution  regarding  the 

employment  of  a  state  Baptist  student  secretary  be 
approved,  provided  that  the  support  of  student  work 
on  local  campuses  not  be  reduced  thereby. 

II.  Concerning  Clarke  College. 

We  recommend  approval  of  the  resolution  regard¬ 
ing  the  contributing  $1,250  to  the  support  of  Clarke 
College. 

III.  Concerning  the  American  Bible  Society. 

We  recommend  that  the  resolution  regarding  ef¬ 
forts  to  secure  support  for  the  American  Bible  So¬ 
ciety  from  the  churches  be  approved,  and  that  De¬ 
cember  13,  1942,  be  made  the  date  for  this  special 
effort.  (The  resolutions  are  printed  below.) 

IV.  Concerning  district  missionaries. 

We  recommend  that  the  resolution  regarding  the 
employment  of  district  missionaries  be  approved. 

The  Sammons  Resolution 

B.  Simmons  moved  and  it  carried  that  Article  XI 
of  the  By-Laws  be  amended  by  the  addition  of  the 
words:  “No  person  shall  hold  membership  on  any 
one  Board  or  Commission  of  the  Convention  con¬ 
tinuously  for  more  than  three  full  terms  and  that 
this  amendment  become  effective  at  the  end  of  the 
current  term  of  any  person  elected  for  a  full  term 
at  this  session  of  the  Convention  and  at  the  end 
of  the  unfinished  term  of  any  person  now  serving.”

WHEREAS,  Our  churches  and  missionaries  both 
in  the  home  and  foreign  fields  have  availed  them¬

8.  Observance  of  the  seasons  of  prayer  and  gifts 
for  state,  home  and  foreign  missions,  including 
an  offering  during  each  season  of  prayer.

We  need,  also,  to  remember  that  Jesus 
comforted  the  righteous  who  bore  inescapable  sor¬ 
row.  His  heart  in  true  tenderness  had  compassion 
for  them  and  helped  them.  We  who  preach  need 
to  keep  their  hearts  filled  with  His  compassion  for 
those  who  mourn  and  need  comfort.

MY  TITHE 


First,  I  am  a  sinner  saved  by  grace,  and  out  of 
love  and  appreciation  to  the  Lord  for  saving  me  I 
want  to  do  something  for  Him. 

"He  that  loveth  not  knoweth  not  God;  for  God  is 
love.”  I  John  4:8. 

Second,  what  I  have  is  not  mine,  I  am  only  en¬ 
trusted  with  it.

One  Hundred  Thousand 

During  the  first  nine  months  of 
this  year  $100,000  was  paid  on  Mis¬ 
sissippi  Baptist  debts.  The  goal  on 
tills  for  the  year  is  $200,000,  leaving 
us  needing  $100,000  for  the  last  three 
months  of  the  year. 

This  means  that  we  must  raise  the 
same  amount  in  one-fourth  of  the 
year  that  we  did  in  the  first  three- 
fourths  of  it.  However,  we  have  the 
advantage  of  having  in  this  one- 
fourth  some  of  the  months  that 
usually  bring  us  the  largest  receipts  of 
the  entire  year  because  of  the  har¬ 
vesting  and  selling  of  the  cotton  crop, 
as  well  as  other  items. 

But  the  raising  of  $100,000  during 
I  he  last  three  months  of  this  year  to 
pay  on  our  debts  should  be  a  glorious 
task  for  us  in  that  we  are  getting  that 
much  of  the  principal  behind  us  and 
thus  save  several  thousand  dollars  on 
interest.  The  quicker  we  get  all  of 
this  out  of  the  way,  the  sooner  we  can 
launch  out  on  a  larger  mission  pro¬ 
gram. 


tlonal  programs. 

The  Sunday  School  Board  has  met 
this  need  by  publishing  special  period¬ 
icals  for  this  particular  purpose.  They 
are  as  follows:  THE  BULLETIN,  put 
out  by  the  Department  of  Sunday 
School  Administration;  THE  PACE¬ 
MAKER,  by  the  Department  of  Young 
People’s  and  Adult  Sunday  School 
Work;  THE  INTERMEDIATE  NEWS, 
by  the  Intermediate  Department;

We  try 
to  keep  the  list  up  to  date  so  that  all 
these  workers  will  get  these  helps. 
However,  If  you  need  one  of  these  for 
your  work  and  your  name  is  not  on 
the  list  so  you  can  receive  it,  let  us 
know  and  we  shall  be  glad  to  send 
your  name  to  the  Sunday  School 
Board. 


If  every  pastor,  Sunday  school  su¬ 
perintendent,  Training  Union  director, 
W.  M.  U.  president,  together  with  all 
their  associates  and  helpers,  will  really 
go  after  this  money  in  genuine  earn¬ 
estness  and  sincerity,  praying  the  Lord 
to  lead  and  guide  in  the  matter,  there 
will  be  no  question  but  that  the  money 
will  be  raised  and  the  goal  of  $200,000 
for  this  year  reached. 

We  want  to  make  a  special  appeal 
to  all  of  the  Sunday  school  superin¬ 
tendents  to  give  this  matter  serious 
consideration  and  work  out  plans  for 
the  cooperation  of  the  school  with 
whatever  may  be  done  by  the  church 
toward  the  raising  of  this  money. 
The  Sunday  school  organization  is  one 
of  extensive  reach,  having  in  its  or¬ 
ganization  people  from  every  part  of 
the  entire  church  territory.  Let’s  do 
our  best  to  raise  this  additional  $100,- 
000  to  apply  on  our  debts. 

The  time  is  now  short  since  two  of 
these  three  months  have  passed.  What 
is  yet  done  must  be  done  during  thfe 
month  of  December.  As  we  think  of 
Riving,  which  we  always  do  in  De¬ 
cember  anyway,  let’s  give  some  addi¬ 
tional  to  this  worthy  object,  because 
in  so  doing  we  will  be  hastening  the 
day  when  a  larger  per  cent  of  our 
money  can  go  to  mission  causes  at 
home  and  abroad.
